HORSES TO PULL ITS BULK. 




SINCE THE CONESTOGA WAS TOO HEAVY FOR ROUGH ROAOS 
AND MOUNTAINOUS COUNTRY, PEOPLE PREFERRED STAGE- 
COACHES. THE NEW HAMPSHIRE-MADE CONCORD WAS THE 
HEIGHT OF LUXURY. 



STAGECOACH PRICES STARTED AT ABOUT NINE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS. GLASS WINDOWS AND FINE PAODED LEATHER 
SEATS WHICH TURNED INTO BEOS WERE EXTRA COM- 
FORTS AT ADDITIONAL PRICES. 




AS MANY AS TWENTY- FOUR PASSENGERS COULD 
TRAVELCROSS COUNTRY IN A GAILY DECORATEO 
STAGECOACH DRAWN BY FOUR OR SIX HORSES. 
BAGGAGE WAS STORED IN THE "BOOT" UNDER THE 
DRIVER'S BOX, WITH VALUABLES HIDDEN UNDER 
HIS SEAT. AFTER A ROUGH TRIP WEST BY CONES- 
TOGA.PEOPLE HAPPILY RETURNED EAST IN THE 
SPRINGY COMFORT OF A STAGECOACH. 




WEART STAGECOACH PASSENGERS 
EAGERLY LOOKED FORWARD TO THE 
SWING STATION STOPS WHERE THEY 
COtlLO BUY FOOD.REST AND STRETCH 
THEIR LEGS. THE 8IG STAGECOACHES 
STOPPED ABOUT SIX TIMES IN THEIR 
DAILY RUN OF SOME ONE HUNDRED 
TWENTY MILES. USUALLY THE SWING 
STATIONS WERE ABOUT TWENTY 
MILES APART. 




SWING STATIONS WERE GUILT WHERE THEY COULD GE 
DEFENDED FROM INDIAN ATTACKS.AS MANY OF THE 
STAGECOACH ROUTES WERE THROUGH DANGEROUS 
HOSTILE COUNTRY. 



THE LOG OR CLAY HUTS CONTAINED EQUIPMENT FOR STAGE 
REPAIRS, STAGLES OF FRESH HORSES AND BUNKS FOR 
THE TfRED DRIVERS TO REST ON BETWEEN TRIPS. 




SOME OF THE STAGE LINES STOPPED FOR THE NIGHT. 
PASSENGERS RELAXED IN THE SWING STATION ON A 
WOODEN BUNK OR ROPE STRUNG BEDFRAME COVERED 
WITH GRASS. 



EVERY FIVE HUNDRED MILES COACHES WERE LEFT FOR 
REPAIRS AND PASSENGERS CHANGED TO A NEW STAGE- 
COACH ON THE HARD TRIP WEST, MADE EASIER BY THE 
SWING STATIONS.
